STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Pembroke in the County 
of Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in the Town 
Affairs: 


Crs.) 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Community House 
in said Pembroke, on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March 
next, at nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. 


2. To hear and act upon the report of the Town Ways 
and Means Committee. 


3. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to charge twenty (.20) 
cents on and after September 1, 1951, on all pec 1951 
Poll Taxes. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize its Selectmen 
to sell any real estate which the Town may have acquired by 
deed as a result of non-payment of taxes; and to authorize 
the Selectmen to give a deed in the name of the Town to the 
purchaser of such land. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to accept the following 
named funds, in trust, the income to be used for the per- 
petual care of the cemetery lots indicated : 


(a) George B. Lake Fund of two hundred ($200.00) dol- 
lars, the income thereof to be used for the care of the 
Lake Lot in East Pembroke Cemetery. 
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(b) Freeman G. Hewey Fund of one hundred ($100.00) 
dollars, the income thereof to be used for the care of 
the Hewey lot in the Evergreen Cemetery. 


(c) Mable G. Morrison Fund of two hundred ($200.00) 
dollars, the income thereof to be used for the care of 
the Morrison Lot in the Evergreen Cemetery. 


7. (By petition) To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of two hundred ($200.00) dollars 
for a series of band concerts. 


8. (By petition) To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of twelve hundred ($1,200.00) dol- 
lars to construct a sidewalk on the north side of Pine Street 
from Broadway to High Street. 


9. (By petition) To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of fourteen hundred ($1,400.00) 
dollars for grading, graveling and oiling Grand View Road, 
and the construction of a sewer on said road, beginning at 
Pembroke Hill Road and running in a general northerly 
direction approximately six hundred (600) feet. 


10. (By petition) To see if the Town will vote to accept 
a proposed street, beginning at the East side of Broadway 
and running easterly approximately three hundred (300) 
feet, by land of Ralph Howard, Chester Kimball and Lillian 
Lutz Pelletier on one side and land of C. Griffin, Barnard 
Richard, Roger Raymond and Leon Richard on the other 
side. 


11. (By petition) To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money, in an amount to be deter- 
‘mined by the Selectmen, to gravel and oil Fairview Avenue 
for a distance of four hundred (400) feet. Said Street was 
accepted at the 1950 Town Meeting. 


11-A. To see if the town will vote to adopt the provi- 
sions oi chapter 171-A of the Revised Laws relative to 
playing games of beano in this town. 


12. (By petition) To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of six hundred ($600.00) dollars 
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for the construction of a cement or asphalt sidewalk on the 
north side of Pleasant Street, from Broadway to Prospect 
Street. 


13. (By petition) To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of six hundred ($600.00) dollars 
to construct a sewer on Bridge Street, beginning at Front 
Street and running to the residence of Peter Plourde, a dis- 
tance of approximately four hundred (400) feet. 


14. (By petition) To see if the town will vote to accept 
a deed from Victor E. Girard Company, Inc. to a strip of 
land forty (40) feet in width, beginning at Pembroke Hill 
Road and running in a general northerly direction approxi- 
mately five hundred (500) feet and thence in a general 
easterly direction approximately one hundred (100) feet to 
land of J. Herbert Good. Said land to be used and main- 
tained as a town street, to be known as Girard Avenue, as 
surveyed and laid out on a plan of Pembroke Hill Develop- 
ment. 


15. (By petition) To see if the Town will vote to ac- 
cept, as an extension of Fairview Avenue, a strip of land 
forty (40) feet in width and four hundred thirty (430) 
feet long, running in the same general direction, to be used 
as a street; and raise and appropriate a sum of money, in an 
amount to be determined by the Selectmen, to gravel and 
oil the same. 


16. (By petition) To see if the Town will vote to in- 
stall and maintain four (4) 2500 lumen street lights, to be 
located on pole No. 2 on Elm Street, and on poles No. 2%, 
No. 4 and No. 7 on Pembroke Hill Road, and to raise and 
appropriate sufficient funds for this purpose. 


17. (By petition) To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of fifteen hundred ($1,500.00) dol- 
lars for the construction of a sewer from the present sewer 
on Pembroke Street, easterly along Academy Road, so-called, 
for a distance of approximately twelve hundred (1,200) 
eet, 


18. To hear the reports of auditors, agents and commit- 
tee or officers heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote relat- 
ing thereto, 
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19. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting, 


The polls will be open until six o’clock in the afternoon.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


February 1, 1951 
To the School Board of Pembroke: 


It is a privilege to present to you my fourth annual report 
of the Pembroke Schools. 


The teaching staff has been increased over last year by 
one, Mrs. Helen H. Desmarais, because grade seven was 
returned to the Grammar School from the Academy. Mr. 
Thomas E. Tierney of Manchester replaced Mrs. Douillette ; 
Mrs. Rebecca H. Ricard of Pembroke was elected to the 
position left vacant by the resignation of Mrs. Hickey; and 
Mrs. Myrtle E. Currier was hired to conduct the lunch pro- 
gram in the place of Mrs. Louise Towle with Mrs. Lois 
Weber for her assistant. We were fortunate in having Mrs. 
Weber because she is a trained Home Economics teacher 
and has been able to work with the girls of the seventh grade 
in sewing once a week. The remainder of the staff returned 
to complete the group including Mr. Chase, Mrs. Teal, Mrs. 
Chase, Mrs. Reed, Mrs. Gladysz, Miss Douillette, Mr. Joyal, 
Mr. Batchelder, and Mr. and Mrs. Pries. 


Without doubt, the greatest project in the lives of the citi- 
zens of the town for the last quarter century is the addition 
to the elementary school building. Since its inception, nearly 
two years ago, the members of the School Board and many 
public-spirited men and women have discussed its possibility. 
It has meant time and study as well as many hours of dis- 
appointment for those who have taken the responsibility of 
its construction. Very few persons realize what has to be 
done to complete a project of this magnitude, not only be- 
cause of the funds involved, but also, regardless of what is 
being done, there will always be those who might have done 
better, or who, through lack of understanding, will disagree 
with everything. 


Up to the time this report was written, the contractor was 
ahead of schedule and barring unforeseen mishaps or acci- 
dents, it should be ready for the opening of school in Sep- 
tember 1951. 
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Much credit is due to the members of the School Board 
for this undertaking. Very few phases of its construction 
were left to anyone else and this includes both the architect 
and the contractor. Special meetings for the study of plans 
and the accepted developments in modern school construc- 
tion, special trips to study other buildings of similar size, 
conferences with the building committee and the consultants 
in the State Department of Education, discussions and hear- 
ings before the board of investigation, and many and sundry 
_ other duties and meetings claimed many hours of each mem- 
ber’s time regardless of private desires and interests at home 
and in the community. May the sacrifices made by each 
person associated with this excellent project be appreciated 
by the future men and women of the community who pass 
through its portals. 


Even though the expansion in the housing space has been 
necessary, the Board has never lost sight of the fact that the 
older building must be kept in adequate repair as well. Since 
the last report a number of these repairs and replacements 
have been necessary in order to house this ever-growing 
_ school population and maintain a building which is safe, 

well-lighted, and functional to meet modern educational 
needs. 


Among the more important repairs and replacements and 
probably those which were absolutely necessary, were the 
rejuvenation and rebuilding of the toilets in both basements, 
the repiping for those basements jobs, the installation of 
modern fluorescent lighting in the northwest rooms on both 
floors, the replacement of worn out and weather-beaten cur- 
tains and shades, the installation of new water-bubblers and 
the repiping necessary for the job, the purchase of a new gas 
stove for the kitchen which will be used in the addition, the 
purchase of new desks and chairs in order to seat the in- 
crease in the number of children who have entered so far this 
year, and the number of minor and sundry repairs where 
wear and tear of time dictated the need. 


During this past year, departmentalization has been intro- 
duced into the school from grades four through seven. This 
is what is known as specialization in teaching. Some teachers 
are more adept at working with boys and girls in arithmetic 
or science, while others think they get better results by teach- 
ing the children through the study of social science, litera- 
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ture, health, etc. This method of instruction is not new since 
we know of its introduction back in the 1920s. Of course, 
departmentalization was not new in teaching even then be- 
cause it had been used in the private secondary schools and 
colleges for quite some time before being introduced to the 
public high schools. It is being used in various parts of the 
country and state at the present time. So far it has proved 
very satisfactory and in studying it in the process of using 
it, we shall be in a better position to evaluate its merits and 
correct its faults. We hope the parents will bear with us in 
our attempt in this method of education to make their chil- 
dren of greater use to themselves and the community. 


The State Aid to Education picture promises to become 
much brighter. During the years 1948 and 1949 the amount 
of State Aid received by the Pembroke District was close to 
$13,500.00 each year. This amount was withdrawn for 1950 
because the Legislature reduced the aid drastically and a 
great many districts in the State were entirely eliminated. 
Pembroke was one of these districts. However, the State 
Board of Education is placing before the 1951 Legislature a 
new State Aid Formula. Under this new bill, based on the 
equalized valuation of the district in comparison with the 
other cities and towns in the State, and using the valuations 
published in 1948, the last figures we have, Pembroke will 
receive approximately $11,219.39. With the probable size ot 
the budget for next year, due in great part to the present 
building program, an amount of this size would seem very 
helpful in holding down the tax rate. 


A factor in any report of this nature which claims the 
attention of every taxpayer, is the budget. Every year the 
School Board uses up considerable time, strength, and energy 
in order to produce a budget which will be fair to both chil- 
dren and citizens. This year has been no exception. It is no 
secret, however, that every taxpayer and every inhabitant of 
the town has felt the steady increases in prices and constant 
rise in the cost of living. This phase of our economic life has 
been due to many forces beyond your control and mine in- 
cluding the growth in the number of children who are enter- 
ing or expect to enter our schools. It would be wishful think- 
ing to believe, therefore, that the budget could be reduced or 
even remain the same under these corcumstanes. I am 
pleased to report, however, that the Board has honestly tried 

*to hold the 1951-52 budget within reasonable limits. 
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The following chart should prove rather conclusively that 
the schools of Pembroke have and will continue to increase 
for quite some few years. This means that unless the State 
or Federal Government places some ceiling upon the mate- 
rials and goods necessary to supply adequately this increased 
enrollment, budgets will be much higher before they are any 
lower.

A brief study of the budget for 1951-52 will show beyond a 
doubt that increased enrollments have been the primary 
cause for budget increases. The addition was built because 
there was no room for the children in the present building 
or the Academy; more teachers have been and will be added 
to instruct this increase; more children means more books 
and supplies even in the face of increased costs of these 
materials; a larger plant means more fuel, more light, and 
more janitor service; this increase will also require more 
funds for tuition, transportation, and special activities; the 
bonds for the debt and interest incurred must be raised each 
year for the next seventeen; new equipment must be pur- 
chased for more and more pupils; and retirement costs, per 
capita tax, insurance costs, and general expenses must rise 
in proportion. 


The entire educational structure in every city, town, and 
hamlet is becoming the greatest force in America today. 
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Whether we want to believe it or not the schools of the 
1920’s, 1930’s, and even the 1940’s have passed into history. 
May I express my thanks for the kindness you have shown 
during the past year. With the future unpredictable, may i 
solicit your continued help and cooperation for 1951-52.

Miscellaneous and Extra-Curricula Activities 


Here are some of the activities at Pembroke Academy 
which help maintain a balance between the curriculum and 
extra-curriculum program. A few of these will be considered 
sugar coating and frills by some people. To the boys and 
girls who strive for a place in these activities they are much 
more real and vital than the parsing of a noun or the de- 
clining of some verb. They are the stimuli which provoke 
responses and engender the confidence so necessary to many 
adolescents. For here they are learning by doing — by try- 
ing. Here they are satisfying many of the imperative needs 
of youth — health, work, citizenship, home, thrift, science, 
and beauty, and planning for the more abundant life. And 
the wise teacher will utilize these extra-curricula activities 
to become better acquainted with her pupils and to motivate 
and guide them in their school and life adjustments. 


Gym Classes 


Most of the boys and girls have participated in two gym 
classes a week for the past two years. There has been a 
noticeable improvement in physical bearing and mental re- 
sponse in many cases. These classes are under the super- 
vision of Miss Mary Kenney and Mr. Gerald Crotty. The 
latter is planning another “Gym Night” this spring. 


Noon Lunch Program 


Under the planning of Mrs. Alice Bean, Home Economics 
teacher, and with the help of Mrs. John Farnum and Mrs. 
Everett Mozier in the kitchen, a well-balanced meal is served 
daily to about seventy persons. This program restricts the use 
of the kitchen by the Cooking classes, and it is hoped that 
an additional kitchen may be built in the northeast corner of 
the building with a slide window in the gym wall. This Noon 
Lunch Program is federally aided and our supplies come 
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from what we can, what we buy, and what we obtain through 
the Surplus Commodities Office. 


Music 


Mrs. Mabel Reed returned to the Academy as music super- 
visor, and is here every Monday afternoon, working with a 
large school chorus, a freshman chorus, a boys’ group, a 
girls’ group, and the eighth grade. The special groups have 
sung in public before the Pembroke Women’s Club and the 
Men’s Club. The girls’ group sang at Prize Speaking night. 
The combined musical groups produce an operetta every 
other year. 

This year we have attempted to encourage and create more 
interest in instrumental music by giving the students a chance 
to take lessons in school time. At present there is one group 
taking violin lessons, another taking drums, and two other 
groups taking clarinet lessons. A few are taking private 
lessons. Mr. William O’Meara teaches clarinet, and his help- 
ers are Mr. Elias with the violins, and Mr. Davis, who comes 
all the way from Biddeford, Maine, with the drums. 


Prize Speaking and Dramatics 


Mrs. Elizabeth Morrill had the supervision of two Austin 
Prize Speaking contests, a school play, and a Christmas Play 
(Assembly), and coached several of her pupils who parti- 
cipated in the state contest at the University of New Hamp- 
shire. Winners in the Austin Original Contest last spring 
were: Richard Hammond, William Crafts, and Donald Pois- 
son for the boys, and Judith Swallow, Carole Bergstrom, and 
Joan Grimes for the girls. The winners in the Austin Mem- 
ory Contest, held in January, were Carole Bergstrom, Wil- 
liam Bickford, Joanne Culberson, and Richard Hammond. 
Carole Bergstrom was eliminated in the semi-finals of the 
state contest and Judith Swallow took part in the finals, but 
was not one of the first three winners. 


Speech and Debating 


Pembroke Academy participated again in the Bates De- 
bating League during 1949-1950. The group worked all dur- 
ing the winter season on the proposition and then the two 
selected teams represented the school against Dover and 
Sanborn Seminary, losing to the former and winning from 
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the latter. Two students from the Academy attended the 
debating conference held in Durham in June to begin the 
preparation for the topic for 1950-1951. 


Shop 


Under the direction of Instructor John Burkhardt a high 
standard of work has been maintained and progress has been 
steady. The boys have made another trophy case in the 
midde hall and here reposes the recently acquired plaque, em- 
blematic of the state cross county championship in Class B. 
The shop class in electricity drew the plans and did all the 
work in erecting the large illuminated “Merry Christmas” 
sign on the front of the building at Christmas time. This 
project drew much favorable comment. The mechanical 
drawing boys have assumed the task of proving posters for 
our basketball games, dances, etc. A new sanding machine 
(Sanderplane) has been added to the shop equipment; it 
will be used in the cabinet making classes, and should be of 
real benefit in re-surfacing desks and tables in the school. 
Last year’s exhibit of articles made in the shop classes was 
shown first at the school and later in Well’s Store down- 
town. 


Sports 


Mr. Crotty has been coaching the boys’ basketball and Mr. 
Currier has been ,handling the JVs. Both the boys’ and girls’ 
teams are members of the Central New Hampshire Inter- 
scholastic League again this year. At present the boys are in 
second place. Thirteen years ago Pembroke Academy had 
the best gym of any of the small schools in the vicinity. Since 
that time Goffstown, Pittsfield, and now Penacook have 
larger and better equipped gymnasiums. Recently I tried to 
improve the light intensity of our system by using 300 watt 
lamps in place of the 200 ones now being used. The new 
lamps would not fit our sockets. The Pittsfield gym is equip- 
ped with fourteen 500 watt lamps, and the new Penacook 
gym has fifteen 750 watt lamps! This construction of new 
gymnasia has created more interest and keener competition. 
Our boys are playing better than ever and with more “know 
how”, and several of their losses have been by two or three 
points only. 

It took the cross country boys to win the first trophy to 
xo into our new cabinet. They won the league title and then 
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annexed the state championship and brought home the 
plaque. As a result of this victory the cross country team was 
invited to represent New Hampshire at the New England 
Meet at Waterville, Maine, in November. This was made 
possible by the contributions of pupils ($65.00), and in- 
terested groups and individuals ($100.00), and the boys en- 
joyed a fine two-day trip to Colby College. Both the basket- 
ball and cross country teams have been outfitted this year. 
Next year it will be the girls’ turn! 


D.A.R. “Good Citizen’ 


Under the auspices of Buntin Chapter, D.A.R. the mem- 
bers of the senior class and the faculty selected Colette 
Lemaire as the girl best representing the “Good Citizenship” 
qualities of scholarship, leadership, dependability, patriotism, 
and citizenship. Miss Lemaire has been a loyal citizen to class 
and school during her four years at the Academy. 


Testing and Guidance 


“The aims of secondary education are many and varied. 
However, whether the primary emphasis of the high school 
be on preparation for college, vocational preparation, train- 
ing for life activities, participation in democratic living, or 
for some other accepted objective, there is general agreement 
on the necessity for competence in the four broad areas of 
mathematics, science, social studies and English.” With this 
emphasis in mind Pembroke Academy collaborated with The 
World Book Company last spring in giving this battery of 
four achievement tests and a mental ability test to all pupils 
in grades 9, 10, and 11. These tests were machine scored at 
the University of New Hampshire. While the individual re- 
sults have not been returned, the progress of the grades has 
been received, and the results are favorable for our grades 
when compared with the results of the whole group. These 
tests were given to approximately 46,000 students in two 
hundred and eighty-eight schools in thirty-five different 
states. It is planned to supplement this program with a stan- 
dard Interest Test and a Vocational Guidance test this 


spring. 
Conclusion 
Interest in the classrooms, assemblies, and indeed in all 
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heightened by the addition of a new Bell & Howell moving 
picture machine and a new Revere tape recording machine. 
phases of our educational program has been materially 
These were purchased by the Student Activities Financial 
Plan at a cost of over six hundred dollars saved over a 
period of ten years. 


Cost of instruction has mounted rapidly with the increased 
cost of living. Many schools have paid their teachers a cost 
of living bonus recently to try to help meet this expense. The 
yearly tuition rate charged by the Academy has been based 
on the cost of instruction rate for the previous year. This 
amount now stands at one hundred eighty-six dollars and 
seventeen cents ($186.17). However, this does not include 
the cost of fuel, light, and other capital outlay or expense. 
And it is to meet this need that the Trustees have set the 
tuition rate at the Academy for 1951-1952 at two hundred 
fifteen dollars ($215.00). The tuition rate at Manchester 
Central has been raised to two hundred fifty dollars 
($250.00), and the rate at Concord High School will be two 
hundred seventy-five dollars ($275.00). 


Finally, I want to caution parents in permitting sons to 
leave school and enlist in the armed forces without first con- 
tacting school teachers and officials. A little careful thinking 
and planning may save the boy much later embarrassment 
and a year or two of time. Students who leave school to 
enlist will not be allowed credit for part of a year’s work, 
and only seniors who are drafted will be granted diplomas, 
provided they are doing passing work at the time they are 
called to duty. 


I want to thank my teachers for their sincere efforts in 
behalf of all the different pupils in their charge. I appreciate 
the interest and cooperation of all parents and friends. 
Mutual contacts between home and school are more beneficial 
to each than we sometimes realize at the time. My thanks 
also to the Trustees and to Superintendent Watson for their 
help and sympathetic understanding of our mutual problems 
in guiding the education of your boys and girls.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Forest Fire Prevention Pays Dividends 


Most forest fires are preventable because someone is 
responsible for them. State records for 1950 show 94% oi 
632 fires resulted from human perverseness and carelessness. 
Refusal to secure the required warden permit before burn- 
ing; failure to use good judgment, lack of equipment and 
assistance while burning; carelessness in smoking and poorly 
conditioned woods equipment (trucks, tractors, etc.) result- 
ed in a total of 6.090.6 burned acres with a loss of $63,949.10 
in valuable property. 


Fortunately, these human factors can be dealt with because 
people can be reached. This the local forest fire warden tries 
to do by informing his fellow citizens that EVERYONE 
MUST :-— 


1. Secure a written permit to burn in or near woodlands 
when the ground is not covered with snow. 


2. Use good judgment in burning and have enough equip- 
ment and assistance to keep fire under control at all 
times. 


3. Be careful when smoking in or near woodlands and 
refrain from throwing lighted material from auto- 
mobiles. 


4. Make certain that all equipment used in the woods is 
in good condition.
